in the State once or twice a year for the pur- 
pose of vaccinating all who should present 
themselves, and they appointed a committee 
to co-operate with him in Augusta, and to 
aid in the prosec ution of this work. 

AtSavannah the same proposal was most 
favorably reccived by the Medical Society, 
and a memorial was forwarded to the State 
Association asking their approval and aid 
This memorial was referred to acommittec, 
and a favorable report mace and adopted. 
A committee of six physicians from six cities 
was appointed toaid Dr. C. in the prosecu- 
tion of this work. The week following the 
meeting of the State Association, the At- 
Atlanta Academy of Medicine took up the 
matter, and after expressing earnest approval 
of the enterprise, appointed a committee to 
bring the subject before the people of this 
city.
